/U.S. Export-Import Bank Loan Programme to the last sentence in para 3 of 
Public Notice No, 09-ITC(PN)/59, dated the 3rd July, 1959, on the above sub- 
Iject, which reads as follows:—- 

“The suppliers may also be advised that the required number of receipted 
invoices (showing clearly that the amount has been received by the 
suppliers). Exhibits and other documents are to be sent to the 
importers in India for submission to the licensing authorlity and that 
in no case should the documents be sent direct to the U.S. Export- 
import Bank.” | 

2. The U.S. Export-Import Bank has pointed out that certain unwanted docu¬ 
ments are still being sent to them. Licence holders under the U.S. Export-Import 
Bank Loan Programme may kindly note that no documents should be sent either 
iby them or their suppliers in U.S.A. directly to the U.S. Export-Import Bank. 
The documents are to be submitted only to the concerned authorities in India, 
'as spelled out in the conditions attached to the import licence.
